HOLD SALESMAN 
OF BOGUS COAL 
SLIPS FOR COURT 


Papers received over the week­ 
end by Justice of the Peace John H. 
Basehore revealed that William K. 
Jacobs, Barnesville salesman, was 
arrested last Thursday in Schuyl­ 
kill county on a forgery charge in 
which Paul F. 
Osborn, 
Biglerville 
printer, is involved in the printing 
of spurious coal weight slips for use 
in New Jersey. 
Tile arrest of Jacobs on a warrant 
issued by Justice Basehore occurred 
the day after police took Osborn 
into custody after they had made a 
visit to his Biglerville printing plant 
with a search warrant 
and 
seized 
orders, forms 
and 
other 
articles 
connected with the case. 
Both men are under $1,000 bail. 
Osborn has signed a plea of guilty 
and is under bond to appear in sen­ 
tence court here on Saturday. 
Jacobs posted 
his 
bail 
before 
Alderman Robert H. Kalback, Potts­ 
ville. for his appearance in Adams 
county "at the next term of court” 
or "when wanted’’ in this county. 
The warrants for the arrests of 
the two men were issued last Wed­ 
nesday by Justice Basehore on in­ 
formation laid by Albert David, in­ 
spector 
for 
the 
department 
of 
weights and measures of New Jer­ 
sey, alleging the 
defendants 
had 
printed 
unlawfully 
certain forms 
designated as "certificates of origin” 
regularly issued to the state of New 
Jersey to established coal dealers.

New Jersey officials to be bearing 
numbers not

Jacobs was wanted as the man

posal to bootleg coal truckers at the 
mines.

Few Days of Warm Weather 
Will Bring Out the Fruit 
Blossoms, Says Hartman 


A FEW days of warm weather will turn the Adams-Franklin county 
fruit belt into a land of fragrant blossoms this week, county agent 
M T. Hartman, of Gettysburg, said. today. 
A half-million peach and apple trees dot the countryside of the 
two counties 
Thousands of motorists come here each spring to see the light 
pink peach bossoms and the more fragrant white-bloomed apple trees 
whose buds burst about ten days after the peach buds. 
The 10,000.000 apple trees produce about 5,000,000 bushels of fruit. 
The locality turns out about 700,000 bushels of peaches. 
Hartman said the rainy and cool weather of the last two weeks 
has delayed the blooms. • 
"But they'll be out next Sunday, anyway,” he said. 
“A few warm 
days will make them pop before that.” 
The blooms ordinarily last a week 
Other blossoms that bring visitors here are the acres of dogwood 
and redbud trees on the Gettysburg battlefield. They usually appear 
with the apple blossoms the first week in May. 
White cherry blooms, not so common as the other two fruits, 
help beautify the rolling countryside between the peach and apple 
blooming periods.

Preparing 
for 
apple 
blossom

the county fruit belt, 
County Agent M. T. Hartman this 
morning received 150 pounds of 
bees in packages for distribution 
among the county fruitmen who 
have ordered the bees. 
Later this week 650 pounds of 
additional bees are scheduled to 
arrive here for “duty" on Adams 
county apple blossoms. There are 
about 4,500 bees per pound. 
County 
fruitmen 
at 
their 
monthly meeting last week were 
told that IOO per cent pollenation 
of all blossoms will be particularly 
important this year because the 
sound buds are thinner than in a 
normal year. 
Cold weather has 
frozen some buds and weakened 
many others, it was reported.

T>ie Battlefield Guides associa­ 
tion, at a recent meeting, decided 
to take part in a 
“going 
forward 
program" far Gettysburg that will 
be broadcast over a Baltimore radio 
station 
weekly 
for 
eight 
weeks, 
William H. Allison, president of the 
association, announced today. 
The program, which will consume 
thirty 
minutes 
each 
week, 
was 
chosen by the association because it 
“felt that this bit of advertising 
will be of great benefit to the town 
as well as to the guides,” President 
Allison said. 
During the last 
year the battle­ 
field guides entertained a total of 
82,666 persons from every state and 
several foreign countries. 
Accord­ 
ing to the local Park Service rec­ 
ords, the guides made 56,513 trips 
with passenger cars and 2,640 trips 
with busses 
These trips netted the 
guides $59,153. 
Members of the association have 
pointed out that “nearly all of this 
money w*as 
spent 
in 
Gettysburg, 
with only a small investment on the 
part of the merchants and citizens.” I 
In 
addition to 
announcing the 1 
radio 
project, 
President 
Allison 
commented as follows; 
“We appreciate 
the 
fact 
that 
many 
of 
our 
businessmen 
are 
recommending the guide service to 
the tourists. 
Others spend large 
sums of money 
in 
advertisement 
that speaks well of the guide serv­ 
ice. 
On the other hand, there are 
those who advise tourists to pur­ 
chase a map or go over the field 
alone, not realizing 
the 
harmful 
effect this has on tile guide system 
and the other business people of the 
town. 
“In the last ten years the Battle- 
| field Guides’ association has spent 
more than $1,500 in membership in 
the Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
and 
other 
publicity 
programs. 
Apart 
from this, the guides advise tour­ 
ists daily co stop in the town and 
furnish 
free 
information to nine 
out of every ten cars that approach 
the town. 
“The guides are rendering invalu­ 
able service to tile traveling public 
and ask tile co-operation of all con­ 
cerned.”

April 24 (AP).—Leon 
Henderson, or New Jersey, promi­ 
nent new deal economist, was nomi­ 
nated by President Roosevelt today 
to be a member of the securities 
commission. Henderson was named 
to the vacancy created by the pro­ 
motion of Chairman William O 
Douglas to the Supreme court. The 
commission has yet to designate a 
new chairman. 


“Freedom of the press, for ex­ 
ample, ultimately depends in large 
degree on whether or not the courts 
give it fearless protection and care­ 
ful interpretation. 
“It is a bitter but undeniable fact 
that our courts do not enjoy the un­ 
questioned respect that they had a 
generation ago. 
“I can remember when first, as an 
assistant United States attorney, I 
stepped into a federal court room. 
It was to me then a hallowed place 
— almost cathedral-like in its dig­ 
nity — and to most Americans it was 
a hallowed place. Today th at feel­ 
ing of reverence has given way in 
some quarters to an attitude of cyni­ 
cism and disrespect.” 
The underlying t r o u b l e , said 
Murphy, springs from inefficient ad­ 
ministration and a tendency to let 
politics creep in. 
“The first of these weaknesses, in­ 
efficiency, is painfully evident in the 
congested condition of court dockets 
and the almost complete abience of 
co-ordination to the work of the en­ 
tire federal Judicial system. 
“And if you want a picture of the 
second failure — the tendency to­ 
ward political involvement — you 
have only to read the story of the 
Hardlng-Coolidge era and the strug­ 
gle of Chief Justice Taft for the ap­ 
pointment of better judges. 
“A good judge does not want pa­ 
tronage; a bad one should not have 
it.” 
Murphy specifically said there un­ 
fortunately had developed "a gener­ 
al feeling that bankruptcy matters 
are a legitimate field for the pay­ 
ment of political debts.” 
While saying there wras room for 
improvement, the attorney general 
declared that “the federal judiciary 
as a whole is an admirable organi­ 
zation and a very definite credit to 
American democracy.”

ADDS PROBLEM! 
TO FINANCE PLAN

benefits, 
ranging

maximum of $195 each for 13 con­ 
secutive weeks of joblessness. 
Ernest 
Kelly, 
chief of the divi­ 
sion of unemployment compensa­ 
tion and employment service, said 
65.000 had 
applied 
for 
benefits. 
There was no indication how' many 
were eligible 
for 
the 
maximum, 
payable only to 
those 
who 
have 
earned $1560 in the past two years. 
Lewis G. Hines, secretary of La­ 
bor and Industry, said the miners 
would not have to 
wait 
the 
six 
w'eeks prescribed by law in indus­ 
trial disputes. 
Hines reported benefit payments 
rose ten per cent in the week ended 
April 14 “to once 
more

the 
million-dollar mark.” 
"Original claims totals are begin­ 
ning to show the full impact of the 
influx from idle miners in the soft- 
coal regions,” he stated.

Far Plan 
Has Practices to 
Improve Orchards 


Pennsylvania fruit growers who 
participate In the 1939 agricultural 
conservation program have a choice 
of several 
orchard 
management 
practices which 
will 
increase soil 
fertility, decrea.se acidity, and sup­ 
ply organic m atter to maintain the 
soil moisture content, according to 
the state agricultural conservation 
committee. Growers who take part 
in the program receive payments to 
help them meet the expense of car­ 
rying out the soil building practices. 
An acid condition 
in 
the 
soil, 
which retards the growth of legumes 
either in the sod or planted as a 
cover crop, can be overcome by the 
use of lime in one of several forms, 
members of the committee report. 
Fruit growers who carry out the 
practice of liming 
their 
orchards 
will earn a payment for applying 
ground limestone, 
ground 
burned 
lime, hydrated lime, or other ap­ 
proved liming materials, when used 
rn the amounts 
specified 
by 
the 
conservation program. 
In cultivated 
orchards, 
growers 
who seed a green mamie or cover 
crop to increase the organic matter 
content of the soil, and to prevent 
soil-washing, will receive a payment 
of $1.50 per ace for either plowing 
under the crop, or cutting it and 
allowing it to stay on the land as a 
mulch. 
Another payment of $130 
per acre is allowed for cutting and 
leaving on the land a good growth 
of grass when the orchard is fer­ 
tilized. 
Mulching the orchard is another 
means of conserving soil moisture, 
the committee contends. 
The 1939 
conservation 
p r o g r a m 
provides 
fruit growers a payment of $1.50 for 
each ton of straw or flay placed on 
the orchard, in addition to leaving 
on the land all 
the growth from 
grass, legumes, 
green 
manure or 
cover crops. 
There must be not 
less than one ton of mulching m a­ 
terials applied to each acre.
